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FOREST  Flore,  £ 


Gareth  C.  Moon,  State  Forester,  Missoula,  Montana,  is  the  chief 
administrative  and  executive  officer  under  the  State  Land  Board  in  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  state  forests. 

Approximately  488,078  acres  of  state  land  have  been  classified  as 
forest  lands.  Sec.  81-901,  R.C.M.,  1947,  forbids  the  sale  of  forest  lands; 
however,  forest  products  may  be  and  are  sold.  The  forester  is  responsible 
for  the  harvesting  and  sale  of  these  products,  fire  prevention  and 
re-forestation. 

This  report  does  not  include  any  matters  pertaining  to  state  forest 
land  other  than  the  foregoing.

In  compliance  with  the  duty  imposed  upon  me  by  Section  81-206  of 
the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1947,  I  herewith  submit  the  Biennial 
Report  of  the  Commissioner  of  State  Lands  and  Investments  for  the 
two-year  period  beginning  with  July  1,  1954,  and  ending  June  30,  1956. 
In  this  report  we  endeavor  to  present  a  clear  and  concise  statement  of 
all  moneys  received  from  all  sources  during  this  period  and  the  distribu- 
tion thereof  to  the  various  funds  to  which  they  belong.  The  report 
shows  the  amount  of  money  received  designated  by  law  as  interest  and 
income  and  the  distribution  thereof  to  the  common  schools  and  other 
educational  institutions  and  it  also  shows  the  amount  of  money  received 
and  allocated  to  the  various  permanent  funds.  Comparative  statements 
are  given  showing  the  growth  in  the  income  of  this  department  from 
1896  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  June  30,  1956.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

In  preceding  reports  under  the  heading  of  general  information,  ref- 
erence has  been  made  to  the  lands  granted  to  the  State  of  Montana 
under  the  Enabling  Act  approved  by  Congress  February  22,  1889.  Under 
this  Act  Sections  16  and  36  in  every  township  within  the  State  was 
granted  to  the  State  of  Montana  for  common  school  support.  If  any 
of  these  sections  had  been  homesteaded  or  otherwise  disposed  of  prior 
to  the  enactment  of  this  legislation,  lieu  lands  were  granted  to  the  State 
in  place  thereof.  The  Act  fixed  the  selling  price  of  all  grant  lands  at 
$10.00  an  acre.  This  price  was  excessive  for  grazing  land  and  Congress 
later  modified  the  Enabling  Act  setting  a  price  of  $5.00  an  acre  on  all 
lands  classified  as  only  fit  for  grazing. 

Under  this  Act  the  following  federal  land  grants  were  made  to  the 
State  of  Montana  for  the  various  educational  and  other  institutions:

It  was  left  to  the  State  Legislature  to  set  up  the  facilities  for  the 
proper  handling  and  management  of  these  lands.  In  1890  the  office  of 
"State  Land  Agent"  was  created  but  in  1895  this  was  changed  to  "Register 
of  State  Lands".  As  the  year  went  by  and  the  volume  of  business  in 
relation  to  state  lands  increased,  it  became  apparent  this  title  was  insuf- 
ficient so  in  1927  the  Legislature  established  "The  Department  of  State 
Lands  and  Investments"  to  be  administered  by  a  Commissioner. 

The  Commissioner  was  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  con- 
firmed by  the  State  Senate.  The  Commissioner  was  authorized  by  law, 
to  appoint  a  chief  field  agent,  cashier,  secretary  and  such  other  personnel 
as  may  be  needed  to  properly  perform  the  administrative  duties  of  the 
Department. 

The  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  provides  that  the  Governor, 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  Secretary  of  State  and  the 
Attorney  General  shall  consitute  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners. 
They  shall  have  the  direct  control  of  all  state  lands  granted  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  granted  to  the  State  for  the  support  of  the  various 
educational  institutions  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Enabling  Act,  necessary 
laws  have  been  enacted  by  the  State  Legislature  to  aid  in  the  admin- 
istration and  efficiency  of  the  land  department.  Provision  has  been 
made  for  the  annual  distribution  of  all  income  received  from  the  rental 
and  operation  of  these  lands.  The  net  rental  income  from  Public  School 
grant  lands  such  as  grazing,  agriculture  and  oil  leases,  together  with 
the  interest  received  on  outstanding  land  contracts,  and  interest  earned 
on  bond  investments,  after  statutory  deductions,  is  distributed  annually 
to  the  various  counties  of  the  state  on  the  basis  of  children  of  school 
age  therein.  Thereafter  this  money  is  again  redistributed  by  the  county 
superintendents  to  the  common  schools  of  the  county.  Income  from  lands 
belonging  to  other  grants  is  made  available  to  assist  in  defraying  operat- 
ing expenses  of  those  institutions. 
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All  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of  lands  belonging  to  the  common 
school  and  other  grants,  from  the  sale  of  timber  and  oil  royalties  and 
other  minerals  is  credited  to  a  permanent  fund  for  each  of  the  land 
grant  institutions.  These  permanent  funds  can  never  be  used  for  any 
purpose  and  must  remain  forever  inviolate  as  the  property  of  the  fund. 
Such  moneys  are  invested  through  a  unified  investment  fund  in  United 
States  Government  bonds,  bonds  of  the  State  of  Montana,  counties, 
cities  and  school  districts  within  the  state  and  the  interest  realized 
on  such  investments  is  distributed  annually  along  with  other  income 
to  the  proper   land  grant  institutions. 

Permanent  funds  came  into  existence  through  the  sale  of  land  grant 
acreage.  The  land  grants  have  been  shown  heretofore.  Now  we  would 
like  to  show  you  the  status  of  these  major  land  grants  as  of  June  30, 
1956,  in  order  to  bring  to  your  attention  the  size  of  permanent  funds 
built  up  from  the  acreage  sold,  together  with  sale  of  timber  and  oil 
royalties.

We  do  not  list  above  the  Capitol  Building  Permanent  Fund  for  the 
reason  all  money  realized  from  the  sale  of  land,  interest,  grazing  rentals, 
agriculture,  sale  of  timber  and  oil  royalties  is  disbursed  as  received  on 
improvements  to  capitol  buildings  and  new  construction.  The  Capitol 
Building  Grant  is  practically  all  forest  land.  Every  precaution  is  taken 
to  preserve  the  forests  and  only  merchantable  trees  are  offered  for  sale 
annually.  During  the  last  two  fiscal  years  there  has  been  realized  from 
the  sale  of  timber  on  the  Capitol  Building  Grant  the  sum  of  $186,071.16. 
This  is  a  nominal  amount.  Some  years  the  income  from  the  sale  of 
timber  is  considerably  in  excess  of  this  amount.  The  amount  in  the 
Capitol  Building  Fund  as  of  June  30,   1956,  is  $53,080.56. 


TOTAL  RECEIPTS  FROM  ALL  SOURCES 

Total  receipts  include  all  moneys  received  from  crop  shares,  grazing 
rentals,  oil  lease  rentals,  royalties,  land  sales,  payments  on  land  con- 
tracts and  interest  on  deferred  payments  on  such  contracts.  We  list 
them  over  a  period  of  years  to  show  the  enormous  increase  in  the 
business  of  this  department.

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This  clearly  illustrates  the  growth  of  this  department  in  past  years. 
During  the  last  fifteen  years  there  has  been  considerable  activity  in 
building  up  farming  units  as  well  as  stock  raising  units.  Enterprising 
farmers  and  stockmen  concluded  that  it  required  substantial  acreage  to 
build  up  a  profitable  unit  for  either  purpose  and  have  ever  since  endeav- 
ored to  acquire  additional  land.  Applications  for  the  purchase  of  land 
are  continually  received  and  sales  are  held  throughout  the  year  over 
the  state.  Thousands  of  acres  are  sold,  mostly  on  thirty-three  year  con- 
tracts drawing  5%  interest  on  deferred  payments.  Before  the  State 
Board  of  Land  Commissioners  will  authorize  the  sale  of  any  state  land 
it  must  appear  that  the  amount  realized  from  such  sale  invested  in  bonds 
will  give  a  return  substantially  greater  than  the  annual  rentals  received. 

GROSS  INCOME 

By  gross  income  we  mean  the  total  income  received  by  this  depart- 
ment for  use  of  the  land  remaining  in  the  common  school  grant  and  all 
other  land  grants  to  the  State  of  Montana  under  the  Enabling  Act.  This 
income  consists  of  crop  shares  from  state  owned  agricultural  lands, 
grazing  rentals,  oil  lease  rentals,  interest  on  certificates  of  purchase  and 
the  interest  received  from  the  investment  of  permanent  funds.  The 
interest  and  income  from  school  grant  lands  is  distributed  annually  to 
the  common  schools  of  the  State.  Likewise  the  income  from  land  grants 
belonging  to  other  educational  institutions  is  made  available  to  them 
as  received. 

As  the  common  school  interest  and  income  accumulates,  an  effort 
is  made  every  year  to  invest  as  much  thereof  as  possible  in  U.  S.  Treas- 
ury short  term  investments.  By  this  means  the  common  school  interest 
and  income  accumulations  are  made  to  earn  additional  sums  before 
being  finally  distributed  to  the  common  schools  of  the  state.  The  cost 
of  maintaining  and  operating  the  common  schools  of  the  state  has 
increased  considerably  over  past  years  and  the  annual  distribution  from 
this  department  goes  a  long  ways  to  ease  the  burden  on  the  taxpayer. 
In  order  to  more  clearly  show  the  amount  of  interest  and  income  dis- 
tributed annually  we  give  you  the  following  statement.  About  88%  of 
these  amounts  belong  to  the  common  schools  of  the  state.

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PERMANENT  FUNDS 

The  Enabling  Act  provided  that  all  money  realized  from  the  sale  of 
land  grant  acreage  should  be  credited  to  a  permanent  fund  for  the  par- 
ticular grant.  We  have  shown  hereinbefore  such  permanent  fund  accum- 
ulations. These  funds  are  all  placed  in  a  unified  investment  fund  known 
as  the  Montana  Trust  and  Legacy  Permanent  Fund.  The  Legislature 
has  limited  the  investment  of  these  funds  to  United  States  Treasury 
bonds,  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  State  of  Montana,  cities,  counties 
and  school   districts. 

As  of  June  30,  1956,  total  credits  to  the  permanent  funds  of  the 
various  state  institutions  and  the  common  school  totalled  $35,780,776.51.

Prior  to  the  creation  of  the  Montana  Trust  and  Legacy  Permanent 
Fund  for  the  unified  investment  of  all  funds,  permanent  funds  for  the 
various  institutions  were  carried  separately  on  our  books  and  invested 
separately  in  bond  purchases.  If  a  large  bond  issue  was  purchased  it 
had  to  be  divided  among  the  several  funds  and  often  large  balances 
were  carried  in  each  fund  for  a  long  period  of  time  without  any  oppor- 
tunity for  investment.  Under  the  unified  investment  plan  this  does 
not  happen  because  bond  purchases  yet  to  be  paid  for  always  exceed 
the  cash  balance  on  hand. 

UNIFORM   PLAN  FOR  INVESTING  FUNDS   OF   THE   STATE   OF 

MONTANA,   STATE   DEPARTMENTS,   AGENCIES   AND 

INSTITUTIONS 

The  1953  Legislative  Assembly  enacted  Chapter  176,  authorizing  and 
requiring  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  to  supervise  and 
approve  the  investment  of  departmental  funds  belonging  to  the  Mon- 
tana Highway  Patrol,  Public  Employees  Retirement  funds.  Industrial 
Accident  Reserve  Fund,  Teachers  Retirement  Funds  and  funds  belonging 
to  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission.  Since  July  1,  1953,  all  investment 
of  funds  belonging  to  the  above  mentioned  agencies  are  first  approved 
by  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commisisoners. 

FIELD  DEPARTMENT 

The  Chief  Field  Agent,  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner,  has 
charge  of  the  field  work  of  the  department.  During  the  absence  or 
disability  of  the  Commissioner  he  performs  all  the  duties  of  the  Com- 
missioner. Besides  his  office  personnel  he  has  five  active  fieldmen  cov- 
ering the  state.  Annually  a  considerable  amount  of  work  is  involved 
in  reclassifying  grazing  lands,  checking  grass  coverage  and  animal  unit 
rating.  To  come  within  the  time  limit  of  the  new  law  in  regard  to  animal 
unit  rating,  originally  the  work  had  to  be  done  with  as  much  speed  as 
possible  and  yet  with  reasonable  accuracy.  In  some  of  these  earlier 
classifications  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  change  either  by  raising  or 
lowering  the  animal  unit  rating.  In  addition  to  this  work  the  fieldmen 
take  an  active  part  in  checking  crops  during  harvest  season  with  addi- 
tional part  time  fieldmen  employed  for  this  specific  purpose.  In  getting 
first  hand  information  as  to  yield  over  the  state  we  must  rely  on  the 
field  force,  and  this  information  is  very  necessary  to  properly  check  crop 
returns  coming  into  the  office.  If  there  is  too  much  variance  between 
the  returns  and  the  estimated  crop  the  matter  is  referred  to  a  fieldman 
for  checking. 

The  field  force  handles  many  controversial  matters  at  the  request 
of  the  Commissioner  and  many  such  problems  have  been  solved  and 
adjusted  at  a  minimum  of  expense  to  the  State,  and  their  efficiency 
and  assistance  is  of  great  value  to  this  department.    Through  the  efforts 
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of  the  fieldmen  nearly  100%  of  all  state  land  is  now  under  lease.  The 
more  fieldmen  we  have,  the  better  supervision  can  be  given  the  state 
schools'  interests. 

SOIL  BANK  PROGRAM 

The  Soil  Bank  program  is  made  up  of  two  parts,  Soil  Bank  Acreage 
Reserve  and  Soil  Bank  Conservation  Reserve. 

This  program  is  available  to  lessees  of  state  lands  and  applications 
have  been  received  placing  state  acreage  under  Acreage  Reserve,  and 
to  date  approximately  11,092.1  acres  have  been  placed  under  this  program. 

Under  said  program  the  lessee  may  place  50%  of  this  alloted  wheat 
acreage  in  Acreage  Reserve.  This  reserve  may  be  seeded  to  barley,  oats, 
rye  or  some  other  crop,  the  balance  of  the  alloted  acreage  may  be  seeded 
to  wheat.  The  state  receives  therefrom  its  crop  share  according  to 
the  terms  of  the  lease.  In  addition  the  state  receives  its  proportionate 
share  of  the  Soil  Bank  payment  for  the  acreage  placed  in  Acreage  Re- 
serve.   The  acreage  now  under  Acreage  Reserve  applies  to  the  year  1957. 

To  date  no  applications  have  been  received  placing  acreage  under 
the  Soil  Bank  Conservation  Reserve.  The  final  date  for  completing 
applications  under  this  reserve  is  March  15,   1957. 

Under  this  program  the  lessee  agrees  to  establish  a  protective  cover 
on  the  land,  and  also  agrees  not  to  crop  or  graze  the  reserve  during  the 
term  of  the  contract. 

Contracts  will  be  for  the  following  terms: 

Land  already  under  protective  cover  3-  5  years 

Land  requiring  protective  cover  5-10  " 

Land  to  be  planted  to  trees  10-15  " 

Annual  payment  on  Conservation  Reserve  acreage  is  $8.50  to  $11.00 
per  acre,  depending  on  the  county  production  history,  of  which  the  state 
will  receive  its  proportionate  share  according  to  the  terms  of  the  lease. 

CO-OPERATIVE  STATE  GRAZING  DISTRICTS 

In  accordance  with  the  enactment  of  Chapter  208  of  the  1939  Session 
Laws  a  number  of  grazing  districts  were  created  according  to  the  out- 
lined procedure.  This  chapter  provided  that  all  vacant  state  land  lying 
within  a  proposed  area  had  to  be  taken  over  by  the  district  at  regular 
rentals.  This  chapter  also  provided  for  the  creation  of  the  Montana 
Grass  Conservation  Commission  to  supervise  the  conservation  of  state 
pasture  resources.  There  are  still  a  number  of  co-operative  grazing 
districts  in  existence  paying  the  annual  rentals  on  state-owned  lands.

Total  royalty  payments  received  from  July  1,  1954,  to 
June  30,  1956,  amounting  to  $706,760.85,  would,  at  a  possiblv  3%  interest, 
add  $21,202.83  to  the  Interest  and  Income  Fund. 

Of  rentals  and  bonuses,  95%  goes  into  the  Interest  and  Income  Fund 
and  5%  into  the  Permanent  Fund.  The  Interest  and  Income  money  is 
distributed  among  the  school  districts  of  the  state  at  the  end  of  each 
calendar  year.  The  four  lease  sales  held  in  the  two  year  period  totalled 
$1,189,017.30  of  which  $1,129,566.43  has  or  will  be  distributed  after  the 
end  of  the  year. 

METALLIC  MINERALS 

State  land  in  Montana  has  received  its  share  of  the  uranium  excite- 
ment. Forty-four  leases  brought  in  a  first  year  rental  of  $9,364.25. 
Second  year  rentals  to  date  total  $530.00. 

There  are  state  owned  lands  under  lease  in  two  producing  areas,  a 
uranium  project  near  Alhambra  Hot  Springs  in  Jefferson  County,  and 
a  thorium  operation  in  Beaverhead  County. 

NON-METALLIC  MINERALS
